Six months before she had resigned 
a position as u nder nu rse in a New 
York hospital for that of su perintend­

Her predecessor had left the 
staff well organized, and there was no 
special work to cou nteract the home­ 
sick ness which natu rally followed her 
arrival. The biggest ward In the hos­ 
pital was given over to typhoid pa­ 
tients, and, in tru th, they overflowed

Nearly every new man at the 
mines yielded to typhoid sooner or 
Jater. It was p art of the process of ac­ 
climation. The cases were rarely seri­ 
ou s. the patients u niformly stolid. The 
fever ran its cou rse, the Grimm Coal 
and Cok e company paid the hospital 
charges, and the patients as stolidly 
retu rned to the mines to have p art of 
» their wages dedu cted each month and 
applied on this hospital accou nt 
The deadly monotony was getting on 
Marion K ent’s nerves. At St. Pau l’s 
there had been no monotony. The op­ 
erating room had been the work shop 
of some of the most marvelou s su r­ 
geons In 
America. 
There had been 
fights for lives in which hou se doctors 
and nu rses had Joined hands and fal­ 
tered not day or night 
The su rest cu re for Miss Kent’s pres­ 
e nt mental condition was work , activ­ 
ity and a patient who was at least in­ 
teresting. She felt n wild Inclination 
to go into the convalescent ward and 
stir u p the men, stolidly sleeping even 
before the night 
At this same moment she glanced 
•doiyu the road which led from the 
rail way station and saw that the su ­ 
perintendent’s special car, attached to 
the constru ction train engines was slow­ 
ing u p by the water tank . 
A cot was 
carried ou t of the car, and fou r bear­ 
ers brou ght ou t a limp figu re swathed 
in a blank et 
Another typhoid patient 
no dou bt, probably a little worse than 
ordiu ary or the special wou ld not have 
been called into service.

“I want you to give this case par­ 
ticu lar care.

feel responsible for the boy. 
Give 
him the best nu rse you have and as 
mu ch of you r own time as you can 
spare."

Kent. 
“Yes; he is only eighteen. Between 
■ ou rselves. Grimm claims the you ng­ 
ster has made him a lot of trou ble. 
He didn't lik e school, and so Grimm 
sent him down here to learn the coal 
and cok e bu siness from the beginning. 
You ’ll find him rather a decent sort of 
patient, and for heaven’s sak e don’t 
let anything happen to him. 
Grimm 
seemed! glad enou gh to ship the boy 
on to me; bu t. ju st the same, I don’t 
im agine he will be any too gentle with 
tne if anything goes wrong.” 
Ten minu tes later Marion Kent was 
in the private ward in which you ng 
Stanton had been placed. 
He had ju st 
received a cooling sponge bath, and he 
look ed at her with eyes that shone with 
something beside fever. “My, hu t that 
felt good, and it is awfu lly jolly, don’t 
you 
k now, to see a woman's 
face 
again!” 
Miss Kent turned up the lamp a 
trifle and bent over 
her new patient. 
It seemed to her that she had never

and hide the deepest and tenderest of 
feeling.

of the uncle to whom the boy had 
been left as a legacy by his dy ing 
mother. 
The wealthy bachelor had 
giv en freely of his money , but not of 
his sympathy.

also see—and the memory of that sight 
brou ght a qu eer chok ing sensation in 
her throat—Jack Stanton’s eager face

The leaf before it has opened is pre­ 
pared for the m anu factu re of hats. It 
then consists of a bu ndle of plaits 
abou t two feet long and an inch in d i­ 
ameter called a “eogollo.” The green 
ou tside is stripped off, and by means 
of a fork ed instru m ent it is cu t into 
narrow strips of u niform size. 
The eogollo is next boiled to 
tougheD 
the fiber and hu ng In the su n to dry 
and bleach, when the strips shrivel into 
cordlik e strands ready for u se. It takes 
sixteen cogollos for an ordinary hat 
and twenty-fou r for the finest, 
and a 
single hat Is plaited in from fou r days 
to as many months, 
according to its 
tex ture and quality .--Mexican Herald.

T H E DANCE IN SPAIN. 


It In nn iSnKentlal Part o f tbe Life o f 
the Peo ple. 
Dancing is a universal instinct with 
Spanish w’o men. The great annual feria 
a t Seville is largely an o rgy o f dancing. 
As evening appro aches everywhere o ne 
begins to bear the so und o f castanets 
and to see the gracio us mo vements o f 
the segiiidilla, the universal Andalu­ 
sian dance. 
But the fundamental Instincts o f the 
Spaniard fo r dancing and the serio us 
and pro fo und way In which It ex press­ 
es the temperament o f the peo ple are 
perhaps sho wn by no thing else so 
much as by the ex istence o f religio us 
dancing In Spain. At the time o f SL 
Tho mas o f Villaneuvn, bisho p o f Va­ 
lencia, it was custo mary to dance be­ 
fo re the sacred elements in the church­ 
es o f Seville, To ledo , .Terez and Valen­ 
cia. Religio us dancing co ntinued to be 
co mmo n in Catalo nia and in Ro ussillo n 
(the mo st Spanish o f the B’rench pro v­ 
inces) up to the seventeenth century. 
But a rt*nl and unique survival o f re­ 
ligio us dancing is the dance o f the 
seises in Seville cathedral, when the 
# jo r!sters, wearing the same co stume 
as they were 40<;) years ago , perfo rm a 
dance to the acco mpaniment o f casta­ 
nets in the space between the high al­ 
tar and the cho ir. 
Dancing is so mething mo re than an 
amusenio ut in Spain. It is part o f that 
so lemn ritual which enters info the 
who le life o f the peo ple.—Twentletli 
Century Ho me.
